Ir jsrather the Deuill who 
whets the tongue and penof ſuch a Man, aud lends 
him his armes to make warre again(t God, In bricfc 
you hauc hcapt on mee thoſe praiſes which Homer 
giues to Paris,prayſing the beauty of his lockes bur 
making him to bce the ruineof his Country. Now 
that if on our {tde there were Benifices, Riches, and 
Penfions,you might haue ſomeColourto thinke that 
a ſpiric deſirous toappearc had beenedrawneby theſe 
allurements to defend an cuill cauſe, but Pouecrty 
and Reproach being the Cognizance of our Prote- 
flion, to bec wicked for nothing would be withthe 
loſlc of piety to loſe common Sence.

doubt but you ſcorne the hypocondriacall deuotie 
on of thoſe who adore bones, who kiſſing and appa- 
relling Images and tofling up and downe their hat 
lowe1 graincs, dor make their prayers by talc in 
words they vndcrſtand not. Withour doubr you 
doc not thinke it good that Scruice hould be ſaid in 
an vnknowne tongue as if God were become barba- 
- Cous to Men, oras The Pope had forbidden Giod to 
{pcakein French; you haucſcene at Rome many Al: 
| tars where the Pope hath fer yp-pardons for a 100 
| and 200 thouſand yearcs with as many quaran= 
' tincs, and power to draw a ſoulc out of purgatory; 
| you haue ſeenctherethe madneſle of the people com- 
ming two or three hundred miles to a Tubily ro ob- 
tainc the remiſtion of their ſins which Godhath pre. 
ſented ys athome by the preaebing of the Goſpel}; 
nor are you ignorant out of what ſtocke the Pope 
drayes this his liberality;for he heapes vp the ſupera-

bundance of Faſtings, whippings, pilgrimages of 
Saints and Monkes, and conuerts theſame into pay- 
ments for the fins of others. When at Rome you did 
refreth your chamber with a Gale ſufficicnt co driue 
a os and did mount into your Caroach onely, to © 
croflc a {trcer, you had not then the leiſure to ſtudie 

theſc ſuperſtitions. Bur if you had then the Curio- 
{icy to takethemiſlall, and therein to read the Caus 
tels and the Rubricks which doc prouide againſt in- 
conuecnicnces in caſe the winde Gould carry away 
their Crod,or the Rats ſhould have caten Teſu Cirif, 

or the Pricſt ſhould yomic him vp, you would 
excuſe vs and fay, certaincly it is no marvaile if this 
poore people do finde theſe things of ſo hard digeſti- 
on andill agrecing with the maicſtic of the Sonne of 
God. Ontwo points principally we inſiſt, namely 
on the Succeſſion of the Pope into the Apoltlelhip, 
and onthe primacy of S. Peter: and we could neuer 
yct obtaincrhat any Man would ſhew vs the Inſtru- 
tions oftheſe two things out of the word of God.Bur 
enough of theſe matters, from which I would haue 
abſtaincdif you had not pufhcd me forward.l ſub- 
ſcribero the reſt of yourletters. Obedience ynto So« 
ucraignes isathing both uſt and neceſſary. To findin 
ourowncReligion or in that of theKings occaſions of 
Rebcllion isto raiſe vp tumulrs to defend religion 


by courſes condemned by Religion it ſclfe, who be- 
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Venyes at Eloquerce. 
ing neceſſitated tn tacir owne particular affaires, doe 
hopeto finde caſe by moouing the fathpoole and to 
ſauce them(clues in the-middeft of Confuſion, The: 
Cauſe of God was ncucr aduanced that way. Moſes 
had power to' ſtrike Egyptand cheir King with great 
plagues,yet would heneucrdraw thelfraclites out of 
Egypt without the permiſſion of their King, I am of 
opinion that in Ciuill Cauſes itis more cxpedicnt for 
the people to haue a bad maſter then ro hauc none at 
all; how much more hauing a good and clement 
King are wee obliged to be faithfull ro him, who 
in pardoning vshath nor doneas they doc who help 
forward their clemency by difdaine, eftceming him 
that hath offended them vaworthy of their choller, 
bur hee hath followed: his naturall inclination 
which hath catried him nor only ro pardon burto be- 
ncfit alſo,forhatto be conquered byhim is profitable. 
Furchcrmore I hauc alwaies bclccucd that there is no 
worſe eſtate then Anarchy, in which cucry oncisa 
flauc becauſe cuery one is a maſter and where the ex- 
ceſſe of liberty is the Caulc of Slauery. For this liber- 
. ty bringeth licence, and licenceconfuſton,and con- 
faſton {laucry. As the hand would bean vnproper 
inftrument,were the fingers all of an cquall length, 
Soa multicude of equall'perſons mouc not withour 
inconuenience; your m4ximethat. it-is dangerous to

ligion.To ſubic& a Mans {cltc by docility yvntoJawes 
which [cad unto hell, is to breake the lawes of God, 
and ſuch who hauc made thoſc lawes ſhall nor pro- 
te before God,tholewho obeythem.Burt where no« 
thing is to bee conſidered bur the lofſe of goods and 
life, itis better to vadergoc. that yniuſt yoake then 
to bee exempted from it. by. troubling the publike 
peace by rebellion againſt the Soucraignc, tor the 
forceof humane lawes doth not confift in this that 
they arciuſt,butin that they arc lawes, and arc made 
bythem who haue Authority, and albcirthey hane 
ſomcthing of vaiuſt in them, yer iris. juſt ro obey 
them; There are. to bee found Eſtates whe 
long timeliued in peace and proſperity vader w? 
Lawes well obſcrucd, and others living voder iuſt 
Lawcs. but ill obſerucd hauc fallen into ruine and 
confuſion. This peace and proſperity will becall- 
waycs found more durablc in a Monarchy than in 
any other forme of State, for itis the oncly ciuill go- 
ucrnement which imitates the goucrnement of the 
voiuecrſall World, wherethere is but one Maſter, and 
all other States when they arc much growne muſtof 
neceſlity come vnto it. But of Monarchics {ubfiſting 
at this day, this of France hath the preheminence 1n 
Antiquity and good Lawes : the moouing humour 
of our.nation & inclined to change is aclecre proofe 
that theState is ell compoſed, for it had long fince 
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ouerturned theState, if the Pillars were not firme, 
_ andthe building well compacted. Being borne vn- 
der this Monarchy wee deſire the profperity of it,and 
 thatthecrowneof our King may be like the crowne 
ofEgges whichdaily dothincreaſeby Age. If our rc- 
ligion were generally recciucd in France, the Kings 
Maieſtic ſhould bec more cxalted and his power 
fhould the more cnlargeir ſclfe. Forthe Pope thould 
no more pretend to haue power ouer the life and the 
; Crownc of our Kings,and ſhould vaunt no morethat 
hce might depoſe them , there ſhould not in France 
beeany morceiufticerhanchat of the Kings. Cauſes 
bred on this fidethe Alpes ſhould nor be called ouer 
co Rome. The Clergichould beeſubic to Ciuill 
Lawes aud ſhould bee tryable before the Kings 
Iudges. The Kingdome ſhould no more bee 


, exhauſted of money that goes co Rome for An- 


nats, 3: rogers and pardons. So many Lands 
poſſciſed by the Clergy and thereby fallen into 
mortmainc ſhould owe vnto the King the ſame ſcr- 
uices andduties which other Lands Pe which arc 
poſſeſt by the Nobility, In bricfc I dareſay that the 
principall rcaſon ofthe hatred which men bearc to 
vs is becauſe we defend by the Word of Godtheright 
of our Kingsagainſtthe vſurpation ofrhePopes, who 
make them kifſe their pantofles and vnder theſha- 


dow of, penance doe impoſe vpon them corporal 


puniſh. 
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puniſhments. But this is our vnhappineſſe that as 
the holy Scripture is a booke which is hid ſrom 
Kings,ſo in that which concernes the liberty and ins 
dependance of their Crownes,they learnc nothing 
but from them whom the Pope holds bound by the 
belly. But this is roo much. The plcaſure which I 
rake in entertaining you makes mee forget that I 
vwritc an Epiftle and not a booke,and hath carried me 
beyond my limits: thasclauſe wherein you ſay thar 
I would giuevnto aſedition the apparence of a iuſt 
warrc hathurged me to take ſome kind of revenge 
which hath bia this, totire you with the Iength of 
my letters; yet it ſhall not hinder mee from admiri 
the beauty and theforceof your wit. I honour the 
guifts of od wheteſocuer they bee found, onthe 
other ſide alſo, hopethar this little ſharpenes which 
Lhayevſed ſhall not depriue him of your fauourswho 
honours you and whois,
